Mr.  Cox  promifed  a  fatisfactory  anfwer 
to  the  above  note,  at  or  before  ten  o'clock 
the  next  morning.  I  waited  witli  Mr. 
Smith,  at  the  upper  end  of  Smilhlaiul, 
(mouth  of  Cumberland)  until  fome  time, 
after  the  time  appointed  for  the  receipt  of 
the  anfwer,  and  receiving  information  of 
an  intention  (on  the  part  of  Mr.  Cox)  to 
have  us  apprehended,  Mr.  Smith  and  my- 
felf concluded  that  it  would  be  advifable 
to  move  to  the  North-Welt  fide  of  the  O- 
hio.  On  our  arrrival  there,  Mr.  Smith 
wrote  the  following  note,  which  was  font 
icrols  to  Mr.  Cox.

Immediately  on  the  arrival  of  Mr.  A- 
mos  Edwards,  Northweft  fide  of  the  Ohio, 
with  the  above  note,  him  and  myfelf  pro- 
ceeded to  defignate  the  moft  proper  place 
for  Mr.  Smith  and  Mr.  Cox  to  meet  and 
fettle  their  difputc.  I  afked  Mr.  Ed- 
wards if  he  profefied  hiinfelf  the  friend  of 
Mr.  Cox  on  this  occafion?  He  faid  in  an- 
fwer, he  did.  I  then  propofed  a  meeting 
either  Nonh-Weit  of  the  Ohio,  or  at  the 
mouth  of  Tcnncffee  river  : — He  faid  Mr. 
Cox  v.  as  unwilling  to  meet  at  any  place 
'  but  fuch  as  his  note  contemplated,  and 
that  he  was  not  authorized  to  fee  us  clfe- 
whero.

It  appeared  this  warrant  was  granted  on 
the  fuggeftions  0/  Mr.  Zach.  Cox,  and 
fupported  by  his  oath. 

Mr.  Smith  was  charged  for  fvvearing 
falfely  in  his  deposition  antl  examination, 
given  before  the  honorable  judge  M'Nai- 
rv, United  States  judge  for  the  diltricl  of 
Tennefiee,  S -me  time  in  December  laft. 
Mr.  Z.  Cox,  Mr.  Edwards,  and  Myfc!.\ 
were  fworn  by  Mr.  Ramfey,  to  give  e\  ':- 
dence  againft  Mi.  Smith.  Mr.  Smith's 
depoiiticn  and  fubftarce  of  his  examina- 
tion before  judge  M'Nairv,  was  introdu- 
ced in  evidence  before  Juftiee  Ramfey. 
Mr.  Smith's  depofition  was  acknowledg- 
ed to  be  fuch  as  he  made  before  judge 
M'Nairv.  The  tenor  of  his.e_\amination 
was  alfo  conceded.  The  queftion  then 
turned  "(agreeable  to  juftiee  Ramfey's 
view)  0:1  the  contradictions  which  he 
thci-ht  (and  attempted  to  fliew)  exiilcd 
on  a  comparrHbn  of  this  deposition  and 
examination. — Mr.  Z.  Cox  depofed  fun- 
dry  things,  made  many  remarks,  chief  of 
which  were  irrelative,  and  fuch  as  may 
appear  not  fo  in  the  eyes  of  some,  are  to 
be  found  in  his  publication  againft  Mr. 
Smith. 

Mr.  Edwards  ailed  extremely  illiberal 
and  indeed  took  much  the  part  of  a  profc- 
cutox  ;  his  comments  on  Mr.  Smiths  con- 
duel  did  not  feem  original  but  taken  from 
Mr.  Cox's  publication  againft  Mr.  Smith. 

Juftiee  Ramfey  had,  in  my  opinion, 
pre-judged  Mr.  Smith's  cafe,  and  bound 
in  a  recognizance  to  appear  before  the 
court  of  quarter  fefTions.  Time  will 
better  determine  this  point. 

Throughout  the  whole  of  this  bufinefs 
it  appeared  to  me,  from  the  moft  intinutc 
view  I  was  capable  of  taking,  that  Mr. 
Smith,  not  only  before  hia  arreft,  but  af- 
terwards, acted  the  foldier,  the  man  of 
firmnefs,  and  much  like  the  gentleman 
really  injured  and  determined  to  have 
fatisfaction.

European  Intelligence. 

England, 

LONDON,  June  10. 

From  tie  Morning  Herald  of  June  10. 
The  fate  of  Italy,  if  the  accounts  bro't 
by  the  Hamburg  mail  be  correct,  may 
be  confidercd  as  finally  decided  ;  but 
there  are  fome  confiderations  which 
induce  us  to  entertain  confiderabledoubts 
of  the  intelligence  notwithstanding  it 
aflumes  an  official  fhape  from  Milan, 
under  the  date  of  the  14th  May.  A  ge- 
neral action  is  faid  to  have  commenced 
at  five  o'clock,  in  the  morning  of  the  1 3th 
ult.  by  an  attack  upon  Moreau's  pofition 
between  Turin  and  Coni,  and  to  have 
continued  with  the  utmoft  fury  till  night, 
when  the  victory  at  length  declared  in 
favor  of  the  combined  arms,  the  enemy 
having  loft  14,000  men,  8000  of  whom 
were  killed  on  the  field  of  battle,  and  the 
remainder  (including  Moreau,  who  was 
wounded,  and  three  other  French  gene- 
rals) taken  prifoners,  150  pieces  of 
non,  200  ammunition  waggons,  are  alfo 
Mated  to  have  fallen  into  the  hnndsof  thi 
allies.   Our  reafons  for  fufpecting  the  ac- 


jmpoffible  that  Suwarrow  could  have  had 
his  grand  army  between  Coni  and  Turin 
on  the  morning  of  the  13th,  if,  as  the  Ga- 
zette Mates,  his  head-quarters  were  on 
that  very  day  at  Tortona.  But,  at  the 
fame  time  that  thefe  conliderations  lead 
us  to  cjueftion  the  ac<  uracy  of  the  feem- 
ingly  otlic-ial  account,  we  have  no  doubt 
that  a  very  important  victory  has  been  ob- 
tained by  the  Auitrio-Ruifian  army  in 
Piedmont,  and  from  which  the  above  e\- 
agc rated  llatement  had  its  origin.  The 
action  to  which  wc  allude,  was  fought  on 
the  13th,  (the  day  which  we  have  already 
mentioned) between  yalenza  BmTigano, 
and  Alleirandria  ;  it  was  extremely  bloo- 
and  terminated  in  the  1  apture  of  Valen- 
za, (about ten  inilts  froi;  Tortona)  which 
the  Ruffians  carried  by  norm.  Thi-.  bat- 
tle lafted  14  hours,  antl  the  divifion  of 
the  enemy  which  efcapad  is  mentioned  a^ 
coniilling  only  of  8,000  men  ;  but  it  is  tc 
be  obferved  that  it  w  as  not  the  main  bo- 
dy of  the  French  that  wi:s  here  engaged 
Moreau  being  then  ftationed  between  Co- 
ni and  Turin,  "with  an  ;irmy  of  17,000 
men.  In  this  manner  we  think  we  may 
venture  to  account  for  the  magnified 
ftatement  from  Piedmont,  which  however 
may  be  coiifidered  as  a  rational  anticipa- 
tion of  what  has  probably  by  this  time 
taken  place.  A  private  letter  from  Mi- 
lan ftates,  that  Alexandria  and  Turin  are 
in  poffefiion  of  the  combined  forces,  by 
means  of  the  latter  of  which  they  will  be 
able  to  flank  Moreau  on  the  North  fide 
and  ultimately  to  diflodge  him  from  his 
prefent  advantageous  pofition — Thus  will 
the  deliverance  of  Italy  be  rendered  com- 
plete, and  the  miferable  remains  of  the 
republican  army  be  forced  to  flv  for  re- 
fuge within  the  ancient  boundaries  of 
France. — With  reipect  to  the  forces  un- 
der the  orders  of  gen.  Macdonald,  they 
are  reported  to  have  been  totally  defea- 
ted and  their  commandant  taken  prifoner 
near  Lucca,  on  their  way  to  join  the  ar- 
my of  Moreau,  in  Piedment  ;  but  this  ac- 
count wants  confirmation. 

The  Ruffian  ambaflador  has  been  or- 
dered to  quit  Madrid,  in  conlcquence  of  a 
fimilar  injunction  from  the  court  of  Pe- 
terfburg  relative  to  the  Spanilh  ambafla- 
dor.

Letter  from  Massena,  commander  in  chief 
to  the  Executive  Directory. 

Head  Quarters  at  Zurich,  May  J4. 
"  Citizen  Directors, 
"In  the  night  between  the  21ft  and 
22d,  the  enemy,  with  a  conliderable  force, 
croifed  to  the  left  bank  of  the  Rhine,  be- 
tween Coblentz  and    Kaiferftult. — To 
cover  this  movement,  they  had  the  even- 
ing before  vigoroufiy  attacked  my  pofiti- 
id  |ons  from  Aldenfiugen  to  Vill.  Their 
_;3  object  was  to  make  me  fend  forces  thi- 
'•uracyof  this  account  are  thefe  :  The  ao^*  'ther,  and  to  leave  the  line  of  the  Rhine 
unguarded.    In  the  night  I  was  informed 
of  this  circumftance.    Our  firft  polls  had 
been  beaten  back,  and  I  made  difpofitiobs 
to  attack  them  iu  the  morning. 

"  Gen.  Thurreau  was  ordered  to  at;

We 
took  309  horfes  and  500  prifoners,  among 
whom  are  fix  officii"?.  This  movement 
of  the  enemy  was  bold  ;  their  object  was 
to  cut  oft"  the  communication  with  Zu- 
rich, but  they  were  obliged  to  recrofs  the 
Rhine  with  precipitation,  and  they  were 
ourfued  with  fo  much  vigor,  that  thuy 


ices  publilbed  by  government, in  the  Ga- 
zette of  Tuefday  laft,  mentioned  the  head- 
quarters of  Suwarrow  to  be  at  Tortona,  on 
the  13th,  the  day  on  which  the  victory  is 
faid  to  have  been  atchieved  ;  a  circum- 
ftance which  is  faid  to  render  the  latter 
ftatement  improbable  in  one  point  of  view 
and  impomble  in  another.

Letter  from  Massena,  commander  incbief 
to  the  Executive  Directory. 

Zurich,  May  26. 
"Citizen  Directors, 

"  The  recent  movements  of  the  enemy 
and.  the  information  I  had  received  of 
their  aftbmbling  troops  on  the  left  bank 
of  the  Thur,  announced  their  intention 
of  attacking  rue.  In  order  to  counteract 
their  meafures,  I  ordered  a  general 
attack  upon  their  line,  in  order  to  drive 
it  beyond  the  river  :  for  that  purpofe  I 
went  on  the  26th  to  Winthurer  with 
my  ftaff,  I  ordered  general  Oudinot,  who 
commanded  the  advanced  guard,  to 
march  to  Fauenfold,  while  general  Pa- 
illard  was  to  attack  the  left  of  the  en- 
emy on  Andclfingen,  and  general  Ney, 
their  centre,  at  Adliken.  Geueral 
Soult  was  ordered  with  his  divifion  to 
fupport  the  attack* 

"  At  day  break  the  advanced  pofts  of 
the  enemy  were  attacked  and  the  affair 
foon  became  general.  Our  troops  dis- 
played the  greateft  intrepidity.  The  e- 
nemy  on  their  part,  made  a  long  and  vi- 
gorous refiftance,but  were  ultimately  de- 
feated, and  obliged  to  retreat  with  preci- 
pitation, though  they  had  a  more  nume- 
rous cavalry  than  we  had,  which  covered 
them.  Gen.  Pillard,  having  repulfed  the 
enemy,  made  500  prifoners,  and  general 
Neymade  200.  The  column  which  he 
purfued,  owed  its  fafety  to  the  celerity 
of  its  retreat.  Gen.  Oudinot  met  with 
the  greateft  refiftance,  and  our  troops; 
were  repulfed:  but  gen.  Soult  having  ar- 
rived with  two  fquadrons  of  13th  dra- 
goons and  22d  half  brigade,  turned  the 
advantage  in  our  favor.  Thefe  two  ge- 
nerals made  1800  prifoners  and  2  pieces 
of  cannon.  The  aftion  lafted  in  this  part 
till  within  one  hour  of  night. 

"  The  refult  of  this  action  is,  that  the 
enemy  have  quitted  the  left  bank  of  the 
Thur,  and  that  we  have  taken  one  Hand* 
ard,  two  pieces  of  cannon,  and  2500  prii 
foners,  among  whom  is  col.  De  Barco, 
prince  Hohenlo,  and  the  major  of  the  re- 
giment of  Secklers.  At  the  commence- 
ment of  Jhe  action,  the  hufiars  of  that 
corps  afked  our  troops  whether  they 
would  give  quarters  (recollecting  the  af- 
falfination  of  the  plenipotentiaries).  Our 
brave  foldiers  cried  out,  "defend  vour- 
felves."  _  In  fact  they  did  defend  them- 
felves  with  vigor,  but  a  great  flaughter 
was  made  of  them.  Thus  the  punifti- 
ment  of  the  moft  infamous  crime  has  com. 
menced. 

"Gen.  Chabreau,  who  commanded  the 
fecond  divifion,  obtained  fome  advantages 
over  the  enemy,  und  made  fome  prifon- 
ers. The  Helvetic  legicn,  zv.d  fome  bat- 
talions of  Swifs  who  were  engaged^  be- 
haved with  courage.  Adj.  gen.  Wreber 
who  commanded  them  was  killed  ;  he  is 
■generally  regretted.  Our  generals,  offi- 
cers and  foldiers,  behaved  in  a  manner 
worthy  themfclves  ;  and  nothing  but 
their  great  exertions  could  have  decided 
this  conteft  fo  fur  cefbfully  for  us,  and  fo 
fatally  for  the  enemy.  Our  lofs,  includ- 
ing the  wounded,  may  amount  to  400 
men,  and  that  of  the  enemy  to  20comen, 
exclu.fi.ve  of  2500  prifoners.

"Prince  Charles  having  rejoined  his 
army  with  the  reinforcement  of  12,-Qoo 
men,  engaged  me  yefterday  on  the  line  of 
the  Thur,  with  30,000  men.  He  direc- 
ted the  attack  in  perfon,  which  began  at 
day  break. 

"The  efforts  and  obftinacy  of  the  ene- 
my were  beyond  all  expreffion,  and  our 
defence  was  equally  fo.  Night  did  not 
put  an  end  to  the  action  which  was  con- 
tinued till  ioo'clock.

American  Intelligence.

PHILADELPHIA,  Auguft  12. 

We  pubiiih  this  day  a  tranfaCHon  which 
the  people  of  the  United  States  and  eve- 
ry individual  are  folemnly  interested  in. 
A  citizen  of  thefe  independent  Hates,  is 
violently  feized  by  a  gang  of  Britiflt  ruffi- 
ans and  put  on  board  a  fhip  of  war  of  that 
nation.  The  brutal  character  of  the  Com- 
mander (Picott,  that  very  ruffian  who  had 
Jeffup,  ?.n  American  captain  flogged  on 
board  his  (hip)  exafperated  all  the  crew, 
among  whom  Americans  likewife  forci- 
bly detained,  and  to  get  rid  of  the  molt 
intolerable  tyranny,  they  put  -him  to 
death,  and  carried  the  Britifli  frigate  into 
the  rieareft  portc. 

Jonathan  Robins  a  native  of  Danbury, 
in  Connecticut,  an  impre.Ted  feaman  re- 
turns to  his  own  country.  And  in  thai 
countrv  a  demand  is  made  by  a  foreign 
.nation  for  the  delivering  up  of  this  citi- 
zen, upon  the  oaths  of  two  perfons  both 
of  whom  differ  from  the  man  himfelf,  and 
from  authoritive  documents  of  long  (lan- 
ding ever  on  his  name.  The  evidence 
does  not  prove  that  he  was  actually  con- 
cerned in  the  mutiny,  were  it  even  jufti- 
fiable,  but  he  is  demanded  upon  a  pre- 
emption on  oath,  of  a  perfon  who  has 
hearl  his  name  mentioned  on  former  tri- 
als— but  which  name  is  actually  different 
from  the  citizens  true  name. 

In  the  courfe  of  this  extraordinary  pro- 
ceeding, the  following  unexampled  fails 
appeared : 

1.  That  according  to  the  proclamation 
•f  our  executive,  citizens  of  the  United 
States  are  precluded  from  entering  in  the 
fervice  of  an)'  of  the  nations  at  war. 

2.  That  neverthelefs  a  letter  is  Caid  to 
have  been  produced  from  the  admin  Mira- 
tion of  the  American  government — '■'■ad- 
vising and  requesting"  that  an  imprefled 
citizen  mould  be  delivered  up  to  the  fo- 
reign belligerent  power  that  had  in  con- 
tradiction and  contempt  of  our  neutrali- 
ty imprelfed  that  citizen. 

3.  That  a  doctrine  was  held  and  a  de- 
cilion  ma.de  thereupon,  that  a  treaty  made 
by  an  agent  of  the  people  was  paramount 
to  the  conftitution  under  which  the  agent 
was  chofen,  and  contrary  to  which  every 
agent  is  fworn  not  to  a6t. 

Thefe  are  alarming  facts,  and  if  they 
are  authorised  by  any  principle  of  our 
conilitution,  then  we  are  no  longer  an  in- 
dependent people,  but  Subjects  of  a  tyran- 
ny the  extent  of  which  is  not  to  be  limit- 
ted  ;  for  if  one  treaty  may  be  made  para- 
mount to  the  con'.titution  another  may  be 
made  with  Great-Britain,  and  Ruflia, 
Turkey,  and  Aullria,  to  annihilate  our 
form  of  government,  and  if  a  prcfideht 
and  fenate  can  ratify  it,  we  fhould  there- 
fore be  obliged  to  fulrmit. 

It  is  worthy  of  confideration — what 
would  be  the  coniuSt  of  our  adminiftratif 
on  were  fuch  an  occurrence  to  take  phc? 
on  board  a  French  fliip,  and  fuch  a  de- 
mand were  made  011  one  of  our  citizens 
by  the  French  government  ? 

Or  if  we  made  fuch  a  demand  of  a  Bri- 
tifli fubjeot,  what  would  be  the  conduct 
of  that  government  all  corrupt  as  it  is  ? 

There  is  not  a  man  in  America,  that
